PETIT GOAVE, Haiti — A packed 
ferry carrying up to 2,000 people sank 
In stormy seas off Haiti with only 285 
known to haye survived, officials said 
Thursday.

Separate accidents close’ 1-84 for nearly 8 hours

About 20 people- were injured when the bus slid off the 


right side of the highway into the borrow pit and rolled 
over on its right side, tlie ISP said. Most of the injured 
passengers, were taken to Gooding Memorial Hospital, 
where they were treated and released. -

WASHINGTON — The worst 
increase in consumer prices in two 
years accompanied signs of a 


resurgent economy, including fewer 
layoffs and the highest level of 
industrial production since early in 
_the-rcccssion,-Uic- government -said 
Thursday. 

Tlie Labor Department’s Consumer 
Price Index shot up O.S percent in 
January, the biggest increase since 
January 1991. If prices continued- 
rising at that rate through the rest of 
the year, inflation would total 6.1 
percent in 1993, more than double the 
2.9 percent of 1992. 

Most economists dismissed the 
January price report as mostly an 
aberration, but they warned that 
stronger economic growth and 
renewed consumer dcmand .p'robably.

NEW YORK (AP) — After the 
uproar, a sober and unemotional 

- question-will-cmerge:-Will-the- 
economic plan presented by 

- President 

Clinton really cut the budget 
deficit and stimulate the econorhy? 

It could do one, both or neither, 
and because of this it will be a 
tough selling job. 

More ominously, could it 
instead slow economic growth and 
widen the deficit in the manner of 
the 1990 tax increases, when the 
so-called budget summit 
negotiators promised to all but 
eliminate deficits by 1995? 

That experience souyed many. 
Americans, and presents Clinton 
with an additional obstacle. Not 
only must he convince Congress 
his program is wise, but he must 

- overcome-the dismahmemories- 
ond consequences of 1990. 

Those memories are open and- 
sore. They are accompanied by 
fear, and a sense among mony 
voters that they were wronged. 

The promised spending cuts 
ne ver o ccurred (spmding actually 

were lost, ^e anticipated revenue 
pain turned into a loss of revenue 
mstead, and the deficit worsened. 

President Bush also lost his Job, 
with much of the blame for his 
defeat focused on the economy, 
whose expansion slowed to a 
crawl under the burdens of tax 
rates he hod. promised would never. 
occur on hiswotch. 

He was defeated by a man who ' 
lifted spirits with promises of 
I innovations, including a middle- 
class tax cut, but who now- seeks 
revenues in a way that will remind 
some of the old (really only two 
years old), discredited formula.

Put 
yourself in the South chair and plan 
your play af ter West leads the spade 
five. 

East’s takeout double should alert 
South to the true spade position. 
However, the play at trick one Is al- 
ways a danger area for declarer 
' What happens if he inserts dummy's 
spade nine to try a far-fetched 
finesse? 

Elast covers; South wins his king' 
and leads a diamond to get his ruffs " 
in dummy. East wins and leads a 
trump to South's ace. A diamond is 
ruffed, a club is led to South's' ace 
and the last diamond is ruffed. How 
does declarer get off dummy to 
draw the trumps? 

There b no safe way. If South 
tries the ace and a spade, Bast wins 
and leads clubs. This gives the de- 
fense a trick in each side-suit, plus 
West’s trump' iack via a trum

Turner, ABC bid jointly 
to air WGlympics 


ATLANTA (AP) — Turner 
■ Broadcasting System Inc. and 
Capital Cities^ABC arc discussing 
a possible joint bid to'broadcast 
the 1996 Summer Olympics from 
Atlanta,' ofllcinls with both com- 
panies confirmed Tuesday. 

"We have determined wc arc 
interested in an Olympics pack- 
age, assuming that it's financially 
feasible," Turn er spokesman Gary 
MclOllipssaid. _ , 

"ABc'Spbrts has always looked ~ 
for creative ways of doing busi- 
ness." ABC Sports spokesman 
Mark Mandel said. "We've done 
■“ifin-the'pastrworkcd with Turner 
in ihepa.st." 

The Woll Street Journal repon- 
cd Tuesday that the companies 
may televise the 1996 Gomes on 
four networks: ABC; ESPN, a 
sports charuicl (hat is majority 
owned by Capital Cities; ana TBS 
and TW, cable nctsvorics owned . 
by Tuincf, 

The four outlets could broadcasi 
different portions of the Games si- 
— mulUincously, “giving yiwcra ^ 
more choices of Olympic events ' 
tc watch, the newspaper reported. . 

Neither company would con- 
firm that report. 

•Turner Broadcasting is cur- 
rently in. the proc e ss of determ in- 


ing if it has a role in the 1996 
Olympics. Speculation on what 
that role might be is premature," 
McKillipssaid. 

"Wc have hod discussioas with 
Turner Broadcasting and ESPN 
concerning a co-presentation of 
the Atlanta Olympic .Games,” said 
ABC Sports President Dennis 
Swanson. "However, it would be 


premature to speculate on any spe- 
cific proposals at this time." 

If the companies reach a deal, it 
would be the first time two net- 
works have bid for the Olympics 
jointly.- Neither company has set a 
dradline to submit a joint bid, 
McKillips and Mandel said. 

Traditionally, Olympic cover- 
age has been the propcity of a sin- 
g le network. altho uRh CBS_ 
farmed. o.uLpie^ of. the l992 
Winter Games toTurnerand NBC - 
set up a pay-per-view option with 
three cable channels for the 1992 
Summer Gomes.
